HOWLING FOR BERNER 





Ten Thousand Desperate Rioters 
Besieging the Jail in 
Cincinnati. 

Seeking a Murderer Who Had Escaped-- 
Terrific Combat Between Militia, Police 
and the Mob Which Forced an En- 
trance--Firing the Jail--Sev- 
eral Lives Lost. 





{[Sabject of Tilustration.] 


The excitement in Cin innati over the verdict in the 
case of William Berner, who brutally murdered Wili- 
fam Kirk, culminated Friday night, March 28,ina 
bloody riot. : 

Ten thousand persons gathered in Music Hall that 
evening in response toa call by reputable citizens, to 
take action on the veraict. Many could not get inside 
the buiiding. 

The meeting was presided over by Dr. A.C. Kemper, 
who made a conservative speech, taking for his topic 
toe prevalence of crime throughout the who!e coun- 
try. Hespoke of thespccia prevalence of the crime 
of murder in this country, and the necessity for more 
certainty in the administration of punishment for 
crime. His remarks were not intended to awaken a 
mob spirit, but when the meeting adjourned the peo- 
ple, by a common impulse, moved down Twelfth 
street, where si:outs began to be uttered of “Tothe 
jail,” und the crowd then moved bodily in that direc- 
tion. 

When it reached Walnut street it turned south,and at 

Court it turned cast, and ina few minntes was at the 
Jail fronton Sycamore stree!. Every man who had 
been in Music Hell joinea the march, and the crowd 
filled the streets from side to side. It was withouta 
leaider an’ scemed to move by instinct. Within a 
minute after itarrived at the jail men were banging 
with scantlings at the front door of the jailoffice. A 
crowd ot threeor four thuusend people outside were 
sending up cheers when: ver they heard a window 
crash or adoor give way. Ic the intervals between 
cheers the crowd was quiet and as orcerly as at an 
Ordinary political meeting, and when the riot alarm 
rang the crowd knew ti, When the police patrel 
wagons drove upand fired a volley in the air from 
their 'pistois. the crowd did not budge. Word was 
pass. d around through the crowd tha: the police did 
not want to burt anybody, and that the jail guards 
were not going to make a zealous defense of the wure 
derers. 

The news that some one had struck a police: an in. 
one of the patrol wagons met with expressions of dis- 
approbation everywhere. The 1ict alarm augmented 
the throng of bystanders. At 11 «’clock when the 
blacksmith shop was broken open and tools taken a 
universal shout went up. wh step in tbe progress 
of the working mob was signalized by a shout from the 
army of bystanders outside. There was no drunken. 
ness in the crow‘, bnt all the beer saloons in the neizh- 
borhood were thronged. By this timy the riot alarm 
had been rung. Shortly before midnight the F.rst 
regiment of the National Guard entered the jail, and 
were marched tnrou, zh the front entrance of the court- 


house, and thence through the tunnel into the jail, 


where the mob was thronging. 

The police inside the jai] arrested some of the first 
members of ibe mob that entered; but this soon be 
came impracticable, and the police refrained from using | 
their pistols, When the firing of the militia In the 
jail took place, whereby two of the crowd and two 
policemen were shot, the crowd thinned out only a 
little. Expressions of regret were heard everywhere, 
Jt was knawn in the outside crowd that there had 
been no firing at the crowd, and that the flring was 
done inside the jall and only to scare them. Every 
drug store in the vicinity was open and they were 
filled with people, among whom wire Many women 
caring for the wounded and dying. 

The jailer’s residence in the jail, which was entered 
by a portion of the mob,-was rudcly handled. .Win- 
dows were broken and the furaiiure was sinasned.

Newton 
Conh, a spectator. standing on Court street, was shot 
through the svontder by some onein the upper part 
of the jail building. A lidy ‘spectator is also reported 
to have been shot, but her name is not learned. The 


| Patrol wagen passei up from the jail on the wavy to 


the hospita!, containing five persons, Said to bave 
been shot. The crowd was the most determined set of 
men ever seen in Cincinnati, and was bent on hengiog 
the prisoner in the jail, or tlowing the building up. 
Wien the militia fired on the mob and cleared them 
out of the fail, one nian was Killed in’ the corridor and 
another mortally wounded, dying upon reac iting the 
buspital. Many were wounded, none mortally. 
Olicer Mann wis serions y shotin the groin by a 
rioter. Corporal Rose was bidly wounded by a stone. 


Officer Joe Stern was shot in the asdomen and bled 
to death ina few mumenuts. Jackson Todd was ta:rally 
wounded in the left breast. After the mob guited the

On. Friday night, Dec. 21, 1883, William Berner, a 


young German, and Joe Palmer, a negro, murdered 


William H. Kirk, by whom they were ewpioyed. in 
his own stable, in the very heart ot Cincionati, They 
killcd Lim with clubs late that alternoon, ana covered 
up his oody until dark. They then tired an express 
wagon, touk the body out of the city, and cumped it in 
Mill Creek. They killed Kirk tur money, and got 
about $100. On their way out to hide the boty Rerner 


got out of the wagon and told his folks that he’ would 


be out late that night. On their way back he carricd a 
bucket of water from asaloun to the negro Pal:ner, 
who washed the blood-stains from the express “wagon. 
After taking the wagon home tbey went to a saloon 
over the Rhine, and divided the morey. Beruer after. 
ward took his girl down town and bought ber fifteen 
dollars’ worth of Jeweiry, and went around with ber 
until quite Jate. On the day following Berncr 
went to the house-auction, where be was fticquenily 
seen witb Kirk, and some one suin to bim: 

“Berner, why isu’t Kuk here? He is late coming to- 
day.” 

“Ob, be is at his stable, I guess. I don’t know what 
is Kkeepi g him,” reptied Berner. 

In the Jatier part of Decemmer, two days afier his 
arrest, Beroer confessed bis guilt to two our “three per- 
sons, but befure bis trial he recan‘ed his confession. 
His trial was begun a little over two weeks ago. 

Despite this confession and furiher evidence con- 
firming itgtruth tbe ju.y rendered a verdiet of man- 
slaughter. The verdict was received with the g:eut- 
est indignation, and even the presiding Judge on hear- 
ing it exclaimed in an — 

“Ti’s a d———d outrage !"" 

When the jurors left the room they were hootcd, 
and on the streets an enraged crowd followed them 
with threats, Two ofthe jurors bad to be taken out 
throuzb the jail tunnel. The lyne ving of-the ftuur 
murderers tn jail end the Berner jury was‘sugycsted 
every where, ‘ 

Berner was quietly taken before Judge Matthews on 
March 28, and sentenced to the Pcnitentiary for 
twenty years, the full limit of thelaw. Afier sen- 
tence Berner was disguised and placed iu a buggy with 
Deputy Sheriff Dominick Devoto aud driven to 
Linwood, where they got aboard the Murrow ac 
commodation train and went to Loveland to 
await the arrival of Criminal Deputy Sherilf Joe 
Moses with the necessary papers fer Berner’s commit- 
talto the penitentiary. It became known that Berner 
was at Loveland, and a crowd gathered when the train 
with Muses aboard came in, When Devoto and Berner 
went to board itthe crowd made a rush for Berner. 
He ran through the c-r and escaped. but wae subse 
quently re-arrested and lodged in jail at Columbus.

GECRGE BUBEAR. 


[With Portrait.] 

We publish this week a portrait of Geo. Bubcar, 
from whom Wallace Ross won the chawpioustip of 
the Thames, on March 10. 

Gcoige Bubear was born at Crediton, Dironsnire, 
England, in 1859, stands 5 feet 8'2 inchcs Nigh, and 
weighs, in cundition. just atcut 31 store 7 pounds, 
His father Is a farm taborer, and be also followed the 
sume calling for several years. At sixteen years of 
age he made up his wind to jour: ey to the metropolis, 
but found things were not altogether as rosy as funcy 
had painted the n,and working at susar-baking at 
the East End scarcely, preferable to tne country alr. 
Young Bubhear, howé¥er, was deiermined to suck to 
his new lile, hut eventually moved to more. pleasant 
quarters, at Cowan’s Works, at Hammersmith, other- 
wise known us the Soup Works. This was in 1878, and 
being brought frequently-in contact with rowing men, 
he joined the Hammersmith* Alliance Boat Club. 
Was victorious in several. club «vents, licluding the 
Junior Sculls, and in November, 1880, won the Burnes 
Hancicap. Bubear’s first match fur money was 
with Heury Hawkins, of Putney (who rowed third 
for Doggett’s Coat in 1879- Putney Aqueduct to 
Mortlake—for £25 a side, which he won by three 
lengths. in 25 minuies 5seconds. Neat he was pitted 
against Dave Godwin, and they row: d for £50 a side, 
Putney Aquecuce! to Morilake, on Marchi 2; 1381, when 
Godwin won easilv. Tine, 2! minuces. 42 seconds, 
Buoear’s friends not being satisficd, anuther maich 
was made on precisely the same terms, W hich came off 
on Friday, Dec. 23, 1881, and Godwin again was vic: ori- 
ous, Time, 20 minutes 25 seconds.

A SIX-YEAR-OLD SECRET. 


An Alleged Confession Regarding the Dexter, Me., 
Bank-Vault Tragedy. 





Dispatches from Dexter, Me., give some new devet 
opments in the mysterious crime committed there six 
years ago. Cashier Barron, Of the Dexter Savings 
Bank, was found dying in the vault of that bank, an 
apparent martyr tothe trust reposed in him by the 
bank's depositors. Since that time the belief that he 
was murdered has been somewhat shaken by the ill 
success of the detectives in finding the author of the 
crime. But whatever may have been the belief of 
those tamillar with the case, few have ever believed 
the suicide theory that grew out of some apparent ir- 
regularities in the bank’s books. 

Lately rumors have been started that the.wife of one 
of the murderers, now deceased, had revealed certain 
facts confided to her by her husband. It was the 
theory of the detectives who worked on the supposi- 
tion that Mr. Barron had been murdered tbat the 
crime was committed by skilled professionals, and 
one such character was released from prison, where 
he was confined for another offense, on the supposition 
that he would confess and implicate others. This, 
however, he failed to do, and the tragedy has _ re- 
mained a wystery. oe 

According to the new developments, the murder 
was committed by three men, one of whom, named 
Chase, has since died. Although it is said that the 
widow ot thedead man has admitted that her bus- 
band confessed before his death and implicated the 
other two, the only positive evidence of such confes- 
sion comes from ayoung man named Lamphear, who 
worked for Chase. : 

“What do you know about Chase assisting in the 
murder of Barron ?’’ was asked of Lamphear. 

“I only know thut be told me he assisted in killing 
him,” be replied. . ‘ 

On being pressed tor details of that conversation he 
said: 

‘*About three years ago I was working with Chase in 
the woods, and to satisty a suspicion 1 had about his 
connection with the case, I ran into the camp one day 
and said: ‘The Sheriff is after you for the Barron mur- 
der.’ ‘The devil!’ he said, and started for the woods. 
Aiterward we came together at the camp, and he told 
me about the case, but threatened that if [ told any- 
body he would kill me. He said that he and the otber 
two men drove over to Dexter on the day of the mur- 
der with a double team, which they lett about a mile 
from the village inthe swamp. They then walked to 
the village, and were standing near the door of the 
bank building, when a woman came out. They then 
went in and did the job. He put on the handcuffs, and 
the other two bound and gagged Mr. Barron.” 

“Did they intend to kill Barron ?” 

* He said that they went after the money, and were 
determined to get 1t. After they left the bank they 
took their team, drove over through Barnard, left 
their team in an abandoned barn, and went bome on 
foot. The next nizht one of the other men got the 
team, and scon after left the country.”’ 

The remainder of tbe evidence may be summarized 
thus: Thethree men named correspond in appear- 
ance totbe description given of the men seen leaving 
the bank on the night of the tragedy. At least two of 
them were ip great need of money before that day to 
pay notes which were afterward paid; and although 
they appeared to be poor previously, they subse- 
quently gave signs of having an abundance of cash. 
One of them, when spoken to concerning the theory 
of suicide, answered : 

“Suicide or not, 1 know who put the handcuffs on 
him.” 

These circumstances, taken in connection with the 
supposed bad character ot the men, form the only basis 
upon which the theory of murder is revived.

Murdered at a Wash-Tub. 


George M. Riley, a river pilot, forty-five years 
of age, shot his wife, Phcebe Riley, a woman 
fifteen years his junior, fatally injuring her, at 
St. Louis, Mo., on March 25, He then blew out 
his brains.

A Correspondent’s Experience in 
the Guard-house -- What Was 
Done with a New York 
Lawyer and his Habeas 
Corpus. 





At army headquarters in the field, among other lux- 
uries was a fully-equipped printing office, where the 
general orders and reports were set up and printed for 
dissemination through the army depariments. An 
order for the catting down of transportation, the re- 
duction of officers’ baggage, and the general compres- 
sion of things into light marching order was printed 
and sent out to every corps and all the regimental 
commanders. One afternoon the writer, returning 
from a ride, paused to witness the evolutions of one of 
the crack infantry regiments on its evening parade at 
White Oak Church. Among the printed orders read 
to the regiment by its adjutant, was this one com- 
manding the reduction of transportation, and the cor- 
respondent took in all the details with earnest atten- 
tion. ‘They made such an impression on him that he 
noted them down an hour after when he arrived at 
bis quarters. Such intelligence he knew to be contra- 
band. so he failed to incorporate it with Lis letter for 
publication ;. but sent all the details to his managing 
editor, in a private letter, informing him that the signs 
meant that there was to be a movement of the army 
toward Kelly's Ford, but that the move would not 
amount to anything, as the General of the army was 
not in earnest, the route was impracticable owing to 
the deep mud, and the enemy was too well prepare: 
to receive us at all points. Theexperienced managing 
editor chanced tobe absent from the office of the news- 
paper when this correspondence arrived. It fell into 
the hands of a cockney journalist only a few weeks in 
the country, who had been trusted for one night Lo edit 
copy that it was known could not prove very impor- 
tant. This sapient individual concluded that the cor- 
respondent didn’t know what news was, since he care- 
fully expunged all important points from his cory, for 
publication, and gave all the intelligence in a briet 
private letter. He edited the private letter, therefore, 
posted it on the last page of the correspondence, and 
sent it all up to the composing-room. [t was published 
the next day, and two days after the reporter was un- 
der arrest in the army on a charge of “giving aid and 
comfort to the enemy,” the specification being the 
puolication of the order preparing the army for an ad- 
vance. It was pretended that this publication had ex- 
posed the pian of the proposed campaign and spoiled 
everything. This was the shallow artifice by which 
Hooker’s friends sought to save him and prop him up 
in a position be was never competent to fill, as the first 
engagement he got the army in after he took command 
abundantly proved. To these illogical numbskulls, 
who howled loyalty and drowned the protests of reason 
and common sense by their mere elamor, it was noth- 
ing that the printed orders bad been floated across the 
river by the pickets. and carried out of the lines by the 
rebel spies. One of these spies was a man named Luck, 
ou the Juawn of whose house a brigadier of the Third 
division of the Sixth Corps had established his head- 
quarters. This man circulated as he pleased in and 
around the camp; and had great facilities for carrying 
news. That he did tbis was proven a year after, when 
he was found to be the chiefof a band of guerrillas, 
and it was learned that the cellar of his house was filled 
with arms end ammunition. This was in the early 
part of March, 1863. The correspondent was one of the 
youngest in the army and was mistaken for an inex- 
perienced youth whom it would be easy to frighten 
into any course prescribed. 

Gen. Butterfield had the young scribe confined ina 
Sibley tent, with no other companion than bis own 
reflections, for three days. He did hold communica- 
tion with the outside world, however, for a loaf of 
bread, sent him by his feliow-correspondents, con- 
tainei a letter and one hundred dollars in crisp green- 
backs, and every night a nute was thrust under the 
tent; so he was well posted in what was going on out- 
side, and knew what was the little game all around. 
Tbe Hooker-Butterfleld truly loyal conspirators had 
reckoned without their host, as they soon learned. 

Meantime they were making the best useof this 
trick. The 7ribune parsons wrote it 10 their paper 
with lying adornments suited to the mendacious pa- 
triotism of the time, and calculated to flatter the 
Bacchanalians of army headquarters and further 
hoodwink the public, whe were expected to endure 
the future drafts, The elder Bennett got himself ina 
fury of indignation over the arrozance of this pro- 
ceeding, and began to puil wires in Washington, get- 
ting the ear of Lincoln and making Stanton haul in 
his horns considerably. He explainei the high- 
handed proceeding as only a jocular eccentricity of the 
bibulous Hooker, who was inclined to err, he said, on 
the side of too much discipline and a tno strict in- 
terpretation ofthelaw This blinded no one, though. 
The journalist was for war and inclined to resent the 
outrageous precedent by employing al) his money and 
influence even against the mighty power of those who 
howled loyalty and claimed the power of a Robes- 
pierre in the denunciation of “Copperheads.” The 
charge of giving aid and comfort to the enemy was 
only a pretense -—a mas for an ultra design. There 
was no serious intention of trying to gain a conviction 
on it betore any regular military tribunal. The first | 
pretense was that the case would come before a court- 
martial, presided over by Gen. Daniel E. Sickles, at 
Stafford Court-house. A pretty chance the plotters 





would have had there! Fully two-thirds of the offi- 
cers composing that court were under obligations to 
the accused, who had loaned his spare horse occasion- 


to Bennett, and, moreover, was Known to bea friend 
of McClellan: so the plotters could not depend on him 
to uid in carrying out the real scheme underlying the 
ridiculous charge they had brought forward as an ex- 
cuse for their operations. ‘They suddenly abandoned 
the court-martial and sprung their trap in a hurry 
lest they should lose the chance to make-the profit 
out of it they had calculated. Col. Sharpe, who now 
figures as a ‘General’ in New York political circles, 
was detailed from Gen. Patrick's force of military 
police spies, to carry out a very shallow plan, but one 
that might be expected of such addle-pates. At 10 
o’clock at night Sharpe sent two guards to bring the 
prisoner to his (Sharpe’s) tent for a private interview. 

When the young scribe was ushered in, the shoulder- 
strapped detective fairly fell on his neck and gushed 
the most profuse expressions of esteem and sympa- 
thy. The correspondent was young, but be wasn’t a 
fool. He nosed a “truly loyal’ trick in this, and 
opened his eyes wide. The next move of the very 
clumsy Colonel was to open a case of assorted liquors 
and propose a drink—a liberal sample of each. The 
Colonel made the grand mistake of drinking too. 
Otherwise he might have discovered that his guest 
was not taking in all that was given him, either in the 
way ofrum or palaver. The result was that the pris- 
oner pumped Col. Sharpe—sounded bim to the full 
limit of his shallow depths—instead of Sbarpe pump- 
ing the prisoner. 

The game in progress was soon betrayed by the 
bungler. 

“You're ina bad fix” said he, gravely. “This is a 
serious matter, this publishing orders for the enemy to 
read.” 

“So they tell me,” replied the correspondent, draw- 
ing him on between drinks.

There are 
several officers who were in the habit of ridiculing the 
commanding General’s orders and giving them to you 
with the intention of getting them punblished and spvuil- 
ing the plans in the interest of Gen. McClellan, whom 
they wish reinstated. That’s all you’ve got to testify 
to.” 

“Oh! is that all?” 

“Ycs; and whatever else you can think of about the 
McClellan plots in the lett wing of thearmy. This 
kind of tes#i:imony will not only save you, but will 
make influential friends for you at headquarters.”’ 

“But there are no plots,” said the reporter. 

“Well, if you name the officer of high rank who gave 
you the order from headquarters and told you to print 
it, that will do,” said the Colonel, taking another 
drink. 

‘But no one gave me the order. I heard it read be- 
tore a regiment and remembered the tenor of the 
whole thing.” 

“But you’re in ascrape, and you must get out, don’t 
you see. It was very easy for you to get access toa 
General's papers. You had access to the tent, and the 
secret orders might have been left just where you 
could see and read them.

You want me to lie 
and ruin some officer who has shared his quarters with 
me or entertained me in a friendly way. I wouldn’t 
do such a thing if tt were true that any officer had 
violated bis orders to give me the news, and assuredly 
Lam above lying about it to get a good fellowin a 
scrape, even if I were in danger, which I have reason 
to know I am not.”

* You refuse!’ he gasped. 

“*I refuse most decidedly.” 

“You won't say the order was given you by a Gen- 
eral officer ?” 

“No; nor by evea a private soldier. 
and no one helped me.” 

“Then 1 am sorry for you. You'll goto Dry Tor- 
tugas.” 

The reporter laughed in his tace, and replied: 

‘Then [’1l go and write my letters trom there.” 

The game having failed, tbe drinking was stopped. 
The guard was summoned and the prisoner taken 
back to his solitary tent. The next day a military 
commission, presided over by this same bungling Col. 
Sharpe, tried the correspondent, who was allowei no 
witnesses. He was, of course, found guilty 0 g.ving 
aid and comfort to the enemy. That evening the 
guard before his tent handed him slyly a letter from 
an unknown writer, informing him that he had been 
found guilty, but that Hooker would commute the 
sentence to banishment from the Army ot the Poto- 
mac.

This was not the last time the banished corre- 
spondent was in the lines of the Army of the Potomac, 
however. He made a brief stay with the old corps at 
Gettysburg, but by that time McClellan was no longer 
a threat to the plotters, although they were Keeping a 
sharp lookout lest a Democratic General should come 
into promiaence, and were bribing and scaring the re- 
porters ou all sides into cutting the throats or ruining 
the reputations of promising officers ot the forbidden 
political tendencies. This was one of the uses of the 
press at that time. It was made an engine towlaughter 
McClellan, and worked so effectively as a guillotine in 
this instance, that it was freely used after the Wilder- 
ness battle to remove all aspirants 1o the command of 
the ill-used army that was such a bonanza to the poli- 
ticians of the capital, in that it furnished them with 
all the opportunities necessary to build up reputations 
without any of the risk of heroes. That much-abused 
army bristled with real heroes, understand, but the 
bogus who found it beiter to seem to be than to be, to 
steal laurels than to win them, have since proven the 
superiority of their plan by figuring as high dignitaries 
and wealthy loyalists, while the men who won the 
honors by real service are, at the best, poor, if not the 
subjects of charity. 

The spectacle of this triumph of the false over the 
true—the dishonest over the honest—has lasted tor 
twenty years, and we have seen evolved from it all 
manner of profitable wickedness. To one who wit- 
nessed the methods employed in the Army of the Po- 
tomac by Republican politicians to pervert facts, to 
ruin officers guilty only of the crime of Democratic 
predilections, the Star Route and Credit Mobilier in- 
iquities seemed but a natural consequence. 

There is nothing at all surprising in the national cor- 
ruption prevalent since the Republican party came 
into power. The political policy that controlled the 
Army of the Potomac has only been continued in these 


piping times of peace with increasing profits—that is 
all.

He said that if she would 
meet him the next night, he would -return the ring if 
she would give him something else, 10 which she con- 
sented. When she asked for the ring, he assailed her 
with protane and vulgar epithets, and demanded 
whether she bad brought what sbe promised, She 
pleaded with him some time for the ring, and finally 
He swore and called her an offensive 
name, whereupon she drew the revolver from ber 
dress pocket: It.caught in the fringe of her shawl, and, 
as Sutter tried tograsp the weapon, it went off, and she

DEAR S1rR—Since I have brought out Mervine 


Thompson, the pheno:nenon pu gilist, he has whipped 
every man he has met in the arena. He has proved 
by his great endurance, strength and tremendous hit- 
ting powers that he {3 a worthy candidate to fight for 
the championship of America, John L. Sullivan holds 
that title, which he won by defeating Paddy Ryan. It 
isa question in my. mind and in the minds of many 
sporting men here whether Sullivan can whip Thomp- 
son. To settle the question, fam prepared to match 
Thompson to fizht Sullivan for $5,000, and to do b®:1- 
ness in a business way I inclose you $2,500 forfeit with 
the following official challenge: 

I will match Mervine Thompson to fight Jobn L. 
Sullivan a fair stand-up fight, according to the new 
rules of the London priz2 riog, for from $2,500 to $5,000 
a side and the championship of the world. The fight 
tocome oft ata place to be mutually agreed upon, 
four months from signing articles of agreement. To 
prove I mean business I herewith forward you $2,500, 
first deposit. I shall insist on Richard K. Fox, tue 
proprietor of the PoLICE GAZETTE, being the final 
stakeholder, knowing that vhoever wins will receive 
the stakes. Now, if Sullivan and his hacker, Al. 
Smith, mean business they will cover my money and 
appoint atime and placeto arrange a watch. Suili- 
van recently announced that I did not mean business, 
or else I would put up a forfeit. My money is up, and 
now we shall see wheter the champion will fight 
Thompson. . DUNCAN C. Ross. 

In addition to the above, Richard K. Fox also 
received, on March 23, the following articles of agree. 
ment, in the proposed prize fight for $5,000 a side and 
the championship of the world, between John L. Sul- 
livan and Mervine Tbowpson, the Cleveland Thunder- 
bolt: 

CLEVELAND, OHIO, March 21, 1884. _ 

Articles of Agreement entered into by Duncan C. 
Ross, on behalf of Mervine Thompson, of Cleveland 
and John L. Sullivan, of Boston, Mass., this day 
of , 1884. We,the said Tbompson and Sullivan, 
do hereby auree to fight a fair stand-up fight, accord- 
ing to the new rules of tbe London prize ring, for $5,000 
a side and the champtonsiip of the world. Said match 
is to be with or witbout gloves, at the option ot the 
said Joun L. Sullivan. 

It is also agreed that the battle-ground be tossed for, 
and the party winning give the other party fourteen 
days notice of the State in which the meeting is to be 
held, and the pluce of meeting, which shall be in the 
States of Louisiana, ‘Texas or Kansus. 

In accordance with the wisbes of the said John L. 
Sullivan. only six persons on each side shall be allowed 
to witness the contest, whict shall be fought within 
three months of the time these articles are signed. 

The referee shall be mutually agreed upon by the 
principals. 

Two thousand five hundred dollars is now in the 
hands of Richard K. Fox, proprictor of the New 
York POLICE GazETTE, who shall be final stake- 
holder, and who, in the event ofa referee not being 
apppointed,shall name time and place for fighting and 
appoint a referee, should the contestants not agree 
upon one. 

The final deposit shall be made with the aforesaid 
Richard K Fox before the battle-ground is tossed for, 
and the party failing to make good his deposit, or 
failing toconform with the stipulations herein cun- 
tained, shall forfeit all the money in the hands of the 
stakeholJer.

For Mervine Thompson. 


Arrangements have been made for a glove contest 
between Hial H. Stoddard, the Syracuse Wonder, and 
Mervine Thompson, tbe Cleveland Thunderbolt. The 
pugilists are. to box according to the new revised 
“Police Gazette” Queensberry rules to a finish. The 
coniest is to be decwed at Cleveland, Ohio, in April. 
Stoddard is training under the mentors 1p of Charley 
Norton, at the “Police Gazette’ Shades, Market street, 
Newark, N. J. 

The trial of Jimmy Murray, the pugilist, who was 
indicted on a charge of having engaged in a prize fight 
near Pelham Bridge, early on the morning of Feb. 20, 
was brought to a close in the Court of Sessions for 
Westchester county, N. Y., on March 21, when the 
jury, after a brief absence, rendered a_ verdict 
ofguilty. Mr. Smith Lent, of counsel for defendants, 
stated that he should ap»eal tie cuse and ask for a 
new trial. He aleo moved that Thomas Henry, ‘the 
oth¢r principal in the prize fight, should be admitted 
to bail. It was decided to give Henry an opportunity 
of procur:ng bailto the amount of $2,000. Should he 
fuil to give bonds for his appearance at the next term 
of the court to be heid in May, his trial would then 
take place, for which a new pane! of jurors would te 
summoned. County Judge I. N. Mills and his asso- 
ciates on the bench had a consultation in reference to 
the sentence of Murray, which resulted in bis being 
sent to Albany Penitentiary for six months and being 
ordered to pay a fine of $300, and to stand committed 
uutil the fine be paid. 








Sam Johnson, the colored light-weight champion of 


Washington, and Jimmy Kelly, of New York, had a 
contest at the Theatre Comique, Washington. D. C., 
on March 22 The conditions were that the men 
sbould spar four rounds with soft gloves under the 
Marquis of Queensberry rules. Sam Johnson is 
@ ratber dark-colored man, 5 teet 6 inches in height, 
and weighs the same as Kelly. He also showed fine 
muscular development. Both men. were stripped to 
the waist. Daniel Toumey was chosen referee. 
Kelly’s superior skill was soon manifest. although 
Johnson was quick and acted on the defensive, counter- 
ing wherever opportunity occurred. Tworonnds were 
fought, and at the conelusion of the latter round, 
Johnson being badly punished and failing to come to 
time, Kelly claimed and was allowed the match. 
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Three rounds were then fought to show the skill of the 
men at sparring. The audience was very orderly. 

There wus a slashing old-fashioned mill fought near 
London, Eng., recently. The principais were George 
Conners and Bill Skeiton,two well-known light-weight 
pugilisis, They fought according to the new rules of | 
the London prize ring, for a purse. A select crowd, 
among whom were many of the nobility, assem)led to 
witness tbe affair. Conners was born at Onslow, 
Eng., on May 9, 1859, stands 5 feet 7 inches, and weighs 
138 pounds, He has won four boxing competitioas and 
fought young Emory. In the latter engagement he 
won after a desperate battle which lasted 2 hours and 
20 minutes, during which 109 rounds were fought. 
Skelton was born at Limehouse, on Feb. 4, 1863. He 
stands 5 feet 6 inches, and weighed 128 pounds. He has 
won six competitions an. suffered twice at the hands 
of Jem Laxton. 

RuvunpD 1.—Both set to work in earnest. Conners 
lanced the left on the forehead, Skelton replying on 
the jaw; e changes folluwed, when Skelton landed 
bis left on the right eye with telling effect. Conners 
here rushed in to get to close quarters, but was met 
with his opponent's left, which floored him. 

Rounp 2.—Conners was more careful in this round 
He led off on the gose, Skelton replying on the rios; 
exchanges followed, all in favor ot Skelton, who cross- 
buttocked his man, and fe!l] on vim. 

ROUND 3.—Tbree to one on Skeiton (offered). Skel- 
ton set to work in earnest, landed the left. on the dam- 
aged eye, and the right on the jaw; exchanges fol- 
lowed, and Conners got bis left well home on the face 
and floored bis man. 

Rounp 4.—Conners rusbed at his opponent, but was 
met ugain and again with the left of his little antago- 
nist. Tney then both sparred for wind. Skelton was 
first to make play, and jandel his let home on the 
mark, and got smacke! on the cheek in return. Ex- 
changes followed, Conners getting his left hume on 
the forehead, knocking his opponent off his legs. 

Roounp 5.—Offers to take 6 to 4. Conners led oft on 
the body, Skelton replying on the damaged eye. Ex- 
changes followed, when Skelton delivered tbe leit 
home on the nose, and got a smack on the cheek. 
Nothing daunted, SKelton landed left and right home 
on the face, flooring his man. 

Rounp 6.—Skelton came up laughing, while his 
opponent was very groggy. He tried to lead off, but 
was countered heavily by his litle opponent. Ex- 
changes followe1, when Skelton lended the lett three 
times in succession on the face, and got away laugh- 
ing. Conners now rolled about like a top, and Skelton 
went for him and pushed him down. 

Rounp 7.—Skelton evidently made up his mind to 
finish matters in this round by doing what his seconds 
advised him to do. Forcing the fighting, he Janded 
his left cn the right eye (which was closeil) and the 
right heavily on the jaw. Down went Conners all of 
a Leap, and not geiting up to time Skelton was de- 
clared the winner, after fighting 58 minutes. 

Charles E. Davies, whom William H. Vanderbilt 
once mistook for a minister, and who has been known 
ever since as “The Parson,” says: $Mervine Thomp- 
son is a wonder.” 

Macon, of the Cincinnati Enquirer, believes Thomp- 
son “is the man that will whip Sullivan.” 

E, W. Drew, of the Evening News, Buffalo, says: 
“Thompson is a giant, and will conquer all before 
him.” 

Billy Spink, of the Globe-Dzmocrat, St. Louis, says: ! 
**Mervine Thompson can whip Sullivan, if there isa 
man in the world able to do so.” 

The Journal, of New York, says: 

“Hial H. Stoddard, before whom the people of the 
salt marshes of Syracuse fly in terror. offers to box 
any man in America, not barring Jonn L. Sulliven or 
Mike Donovan, for any purse between $2,000 and 
$5,000. He is hacked by the well-known sporting cap- 
italist, Mr. Ed. Mallahan. Stoddard says that he 
would rather meet Mervine Thompson and Joe Pen- 
dergast than any other pugilist.” 

Charley Mitchell is eager to box Mervine Thompson 
according to the “Police Gazette’? Revised Queens- 
berry rules. If Thompson 1s anxious to meet Mitchell 
& match cah be arranzed. 

Mervine Thompson, the great slugger, of Clevel nd, - 
Ohio, who has lately come into such prominence, was 
born at Washington, D. C., in 1854. He then went to 
Warsaw, N.Y. A fondness for athletic sports led to 
the cultivation of his muscle, and he developed into a 
powerful athlete, In June, 1883, Duncan C. Ross met 
him in Rochester, N. Y. Hoss was at once captivated 
by his powerful build and his Jocal reputation as a 
rough-and-tumble fighter and wrestler. Ross influenced 
him to enter in the “Police Gazette” wrestling tourna- 
ment then to be held at Boston. The outcome was a 
contract for a year between the men. Ross agreeing to 
pay him so much a day and heto obey Ross. After 
getting his man in trim Ross started for Boston and 
Sullivan. At North Adams, Mass., they met Hanlan 
and Lee, the oarsmen, and when Ross had told them 
bis mission, Hanlan telegraphed back to Boston and: 
crowds awaited them along the route. On arriving at 
Boston Ricbard K.-Fox was notified, and a challenge 
was issued tor a fight for Thompson with J.L. Sullivan 
for $5,000. Sullivan never answered it, and after wait- 
inz some time Ross and Thompson went to Sullivan’s 
bouse, only to get a rebuft from the champion, who 
refused to see or talk with them. Then Ross and 
Thompson left for the West, wrestled through the sea- 
son, Thompson ending it with a hard glove fight on an 
island in the Niagara river, near Bufta'o, with Charley 
Baker, of Detroit. whose jaw he disabled in the first 
round. Ross saw at a glance that Thompson could 
beat Baker, but he suppused if Baker was al!owed to 
win, that his admirers would back him for a large 
amount against Thompson. Baker won the fight. or 
at least was allowed tocoso. After the attair was over 
Baker’s tackers did not bite, or at least they refused to 
arrange a match, although Ross offered to match 
‘’bompson against Baker for $1,000 a side. 

Bob Farrell, the New York pugilist, in conjunction 
with Harry Woodson, the Black Diamond, are doing 
well on their sparring tour through Ohio. 

Macon, of the Cincinnati Enquirer, says in regard to 
Mervine Thompson #“On one thing I found the sport- 
ing men of the Forest City agreed, and that was that 
Thompson was a dead game man. ‘He th:nks no | 
more of a smash on the nose,’ said one gentleman to 
me, ‘than I would of a slap of a feather duster.’ ‘He 
goes right at his man.’ said another. ‘without the 
slightes' fear of the punishment he may receive. He 
is dead game. ” 

Mervine Thompson says: 

*My time henceforth shall be devoted in-training to 
be in condition to meet Sullivan. Ishall meet him in 
pertect physical condition, and as much improved as | 
afighterasIcan be. There is no bluft in my backer’s | 
(Duncan C. Koss) chalienge to pit me against Sullivan. | 
He must fight me according to London prize ring 
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rules, for be won the chamnpionshin fighting by those 


rules. Why shuviu not Suiiivan meet me and either 
lose or retain bis honors uucer the same rules that 
bound him in his fight with Pacdy Ryan? Fists or

Wm. B. Curtis, of the Spirit of te Times, says: “I 
never pay much attention to puzilists unless they are 
amuteurs. Thompson may bea match for Sullivan.” 

Uueve Joe Elliot, of the Herald, New York, says: 
“Mervine Thompson will bave the hardest day’s work 


- he ever had before he beats Sullivan.” 


There was a glove fight at Buftalo, N. Y.,on March 
23, between Jimmy Welsh avd Hen. Di-trich, two 
local pugi.ists. ‘They fought according to the new 
“Police Gazette’ Revised Queensberry rules. Tbe fight 
was a desperarc one. 

In the sixteenth round Dietricb rushed for the 
scratch. Welsb was not so ready. Dietrich led oft 
with a stinger on the nose, and Welsh retaliated with 
a lett-nander on the ear. The men got in close quar- 
ters and bammered each other hotly. Dietrich was 
accused of “buntinz’’ Welsh by Jihumy Wilson, who 
said that he would lay out Dietrich if he tried it again. 

A hot fight followed and the men rushed at each 
During the rest of the 3 minutes the hot work 
reddened their faces. When time was called Welsh 
scemed to bave the worst of it. Dietricl’s friends 
urged him to wiod it upin the next round, but he was 
evidently afraid of Weish’s crowd. 

When tbe referee called time Dietrich said: “y 
don’t want to Lurt the man,’’ and stood in sparring 
attitude, but did not makea move. He talked, but did 
not offer to fight for 10 seconds, and the Welsn party 
claimed and was awarded the fight. which lasted 
1 hour end 9 minutes. 

The Baliimore Athletic Club had a grand boxing 
exhibition at the rooms at Baltimore on March 23 
The first bout was between Irvin and Bayne, and the 
former carried off the prize. Next came Armstvad 
Randolpb and Dr. W. G. Foster in a single-stick exer- 
cise. . They took the usual shake of hands, atter which 
the bal] was opened. The doctor was the more com- 


posed of the two, but Randolpb got in the greater’ 


number of good hits. After the third round they 
were cailed from the ring, neither of them getting a 
prize on account of too much recixless slugging. Next 
canie Messrs. R. Trimble and G. A. Griffith in a glove- 
boxing match. Trimble was more than equal to his 
opponent, and knocked him out of time on several 
occasions, and finally walked off with the prize, after 
three rather exciting rounds, 

In the contest betwecn Messrs. Irvin and Bayne. the 
latter from the first round showed that he was too 
much tor his opponent. Bayne got In some good hits, 
and, although he ‘walked olf with the laurels, be 
seemed glad that the contest was over. Randolph and 
Foster during the contest maintained a very spirited 
struggie. Randolph got inthe best licks during the 
three beats until the last round, when Foster gave him 
anunmerciful crack across his legs, which seemed by no 
meansto be pleasant to this gentleman,who was attired 
in close-fitting tights. Itwas decided by the.referee 
that both of these gentiewen had indulged in slugging, 
and neitier of them received a prize. 
was very lively and the biows fell thick and faust on 
their heads and legs. The latter members, however, 
bore the brunt of the punisnment, as their heads were 
effectually protected trom injury ty masks. In the 
last round beiween Trimble and Griffith, the Jatter 
showed less careful training than bis antagonist. Mr. 


er rimble seemed decidedly cool and deliberate in his 


actions, while Mr. Griffith struck at random several 
times during the contest. Mr. Griffith seemed to think 


that his opponent was getting the better of bim and: 


clinched with him. As this was against the rules, the 
referee called a halt. In a previous contest Irvin 
received the first.prize and Trimble the second. In 
the contest between Randolpb and Iglebart, the ref. 
eree decided tbat there was too much slugging, and 
marked it “oft.” 

Harry True, styling himself the champion of Cati- 
fornia. tne heaven only knows where he got the title 
from, and George Swartz, of Scranton, Pa., fought in 
a room at Kansas City for $300 a side recently.” “Swartz 
weighed 175 pouncs and True 195 pounds. The figut 
was & desperate one up to the twenty-fifth round when 
Swartz planted a furious blow under his upponent’s 
ear and knocked him clear across the ring and to 
earth. He was picked up by his seconds partially in- 
sensible; and as he could not face the scratch when 
time was called, Swartz was declured the winner. 

The fight lasted just 2 hours and 8 minutes, 
and was a well-contested and exciting encounter. 
The referees were Jobn Martin, Scott Roberts and 
Steve Hicgins. A good deal of money changed hands 
over tbe result of the contest, True being the fuvorite 
at the start and the betting 5 (o 4in his favor.

Dave Godwin and George Perkii 3 defeated C. and T.

‘The 
backer of Hurley ran quickly !o his man, but he was 
unable to respond, and tné glove was thrown up in 
token of surrender. Woodson was not used up, for 
after he had knocked out Hurley he made a great 
set-to with Bob Farrell. 

The glove figh:, at Portland, Me., between Mike 
Barry, the Portland puygilist, and Deuny., Delaney, of 
Biddeford, ended ina fizzle. Delaney did pot want to 
fight, and he gave information to the police, a and while 
preparations were being made for the will, Delaney 
was found in a room and arrested by the police. He 
apparently appeared to enjoy it, He was taken to 
Biddeford. Word was got to Barry that they were 
after him,and he skipped out a back dour, jumped 
into his sleigh, and was soun on his way home. 

Prof. Wm. C. McClellan, tbe noted pugilist, was on 
‘March 2 attacked by five thugs in his sporting house, 
Fifty-third street and First avenue, New Yo.::, and 
would have been seriuusly injured had 1t not teen for 
his quick fighting abilities. Five Tongs entered his 
sporting resort. They called for‘drinks, but the pro- 
fesycr said that his place was ‘closed ana that they could 
not get anything under any circumstances. When the 
prof. s-or refused to give the drinks the men assau:ted 
him. He used his tactics until he got behind his bar, 
where he could have secured! a revolver. One of the 
mob, standing on the foo. ra‘), struck the professor in 
the eye. Two others sprang fur ine coors and locked 
them, and made a furious a-sault on the professor. 
Some one knocked at the door for admittance, which 
alarmed the ruMans, who escaped by the rear doors. 
Two policemen, bearing the noise, entered the hell- 
way justin time te see the roughs emerge from the 
‘saloon. The officersdrew their clubs and drove the 

. men to the street. 
_ At the North End, Boston, recertly, there was a 
grand boxing exhitition. Preminent among the 
audience were Tom Earley, Patsey Sheppard, Jolin 
Connelly, John Gallagher, Christy O’Brien and Paddy 
Campbell, John Kilrain, Mike Gleason, James Ke: nan 
and Joe Gosr.

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The Great Sparring Match at the New 
England Institute, Boston. 


A Drawn Battle, in Which Both Men 
Proved Themselves Plucky 
and Scientific. 





[Subject of Illustration. ] 


Over 5,000 persons paid $1 and ¢2 entrance fec to the 
New England Institute, Boston, on March 2%, to wit- 
ness the glove contest between Charley Mitchell, the 
champion of Engiaad, and. John Kilrain, of Boston. 
sporting men from all paris of the country journeyed 
to the Hub to witness the contest. Jolu Couriney of 
Brovklyn, headed a strong delegation from the City of 
Churcbes; Arthur Chambers with William Sheriff and 
a delegation from Philadelphia were present; Charley 
Nortcn, Joe Wooley, Jimmy Mitchell, Denny Costi- 
gan, Jim Lawler and Fred. Wiltiams represented New 
York and New Jersey. All incoming trains on the 
26th ult. brought delegations of pilgrims. Jim Keen- 
an‘s sporting house, 35 Kneeland street, was made the 
headquarters of the pugilisis and their followers. The 
Ab. ey, 71 Harrison avenue, kept by Patsy Sheppard, 
done a thriving business; Tom Earley's,in Lagrange 
street, Pat Campbell’s, No. 8 Howard strect, Joe Goss’ 
Saracen’s Head, in Lagrange street, John L. Sullivan’s 
saloon, in Washington street, and Mike Gleason’s re- 
sort in Howard street, were crowded during the whole 
dav. Mitchell, with Billy Madden, put up at the 
Revere House, and were the guests of Jobn Stewart, 
who at one time o wned Jack Stewart, who could trot 
20 niles under 1 hour. Kilrain, under the care of Tim 
McCarthv, the Grand Mogul of the Crib Club, kept 
quietly hid away taking rest for the battle he was to 
engacein, A drenching rain-storm came on late in 
the evening, and bundreds of persons who had intend- 
ed to witness the tirst exhibition of the kind ever held 
in Buston—four rounds according to ‘Police Gazette’’ 
Revised Queensberry rules—did not attend. 

Nevertheless over 6,000 persons battled against the 
eements and went to the trysting-place. At 8:30 
o'clock Billy Mahoney, President of the Commercial 
Athletic Club, stepped into the regulation size prize 
ring with Patsy Sheppard, who, with Mahoney, acted 
as master of ceremonies, and introduced Jobnny 
Murphy and Joe Clark, both of Boston, who opened 
the exhibition. The young boxers did some lively 
and clever work, as did also Tommy Bates, of London, 
who had a set-to with John Connolly, of Boston, 
Mike Dyer, of Boston, who sparred with Young 
McManus, of Lowell, and Billy Fraser, ot Boston, who’ 
crossed arms with Denny Costigan, of Providence. 
The bouts between these last two sparrers were quite 
exciting, and considerable science was shown. It was 
rather difficult to deciie which had the better of the 
contest at its close, but it seemed as if Fraser managed 
to get in the greater number of telling blows. Young 
Nixey, of London, and Charley Norton, of Newark, 
N. J.,.next jumped into the ring, and created con- 
siderable‘laughter;by the manner in which they illus- 





trated the science of self-defense. When these 
doughty disciples of Tom Cri>b had left the unstained 
arena, two good-looking and well-tormed men stepped 
through the ropes and took a position in the center of 


thering. Bil!y Mahoney cleft the smoky atmosphere | 


with bis hand to command silence. Silence imme- 
diately reigned supreme. Pointing to the smaller 
man, Mr. Mahoney said: “Arthur Chambers,” and 
then, turning to the other: “Sheriff, the Prussian.” 
As the audience gazed with open-mouthed wonder and 
look3 of inquiry, Mahoney continued and_ said: 
“Sheriff would like to spar Charley Mitchell for $1,000 
a side to a finish.” 

Wolf Bendoft, of London, then ascended the stage 
and announced that be would fight Godfrev, the col- 
cred champion, or Florrie Barnett, with gloves, for a 
purse, but no one replied to the def. Arrangemenis 
were then made for the glove contest between Charley 
Mitchell and John Kilrain. Mitebell was the first to 
enter the ring. He occupied the northwest corner, 
and was attended by Charley Norton, the light weight 
champion, of Newark, N.J.,and Billy Madden. He 
was greeted with loud cheers when he sat down, 
smiling and confident that he would not disgrace the 
great reputation he bad made on both sides of the At- 
lantic. A few seconds later Kilrain appeared on the 
Stage, and was greeted with deafening cheers, which 
were echoed and re-echoed as the new Boston wonder 
entered the ring. Kilrain occupied tbe northeast corner 
of the ring. His seconds were Patsy Sheppard and 
Tim McCarthy while Arthur Chambers was in bis 
corner ready to advise him and direct his modus oper- 
andi. Wm. J. Matoney then stepped to the front and 
announced that William E. Harding, the sporting 
editor of Richard K. Fux’s GAZETTE, bad been selected 
Ume-keeper, and requested him to come on the stage. 
A dispute then arose about the gloves. Kilrain hed a 
setand Madden had a set ; the Jatter were smail gloves. 
Mitchell wanteg te box with Madden's gioves, while 
Tim McCarthy and Patsy Sheppard were eager that 
Kilrain should use his own gloves, which were a larger 
set. The PoLice GAZETTE representative ordered the

ROUND 2.—Mitchell led off in this round, got heavily 
on the mark, and jumped away smiling. He tried the 
same operation again, and Kilrain landed his left on 
Mitchell's ueck. Stirred tu increased activity, Mitch- 
ell rushed like a bull at Kilrain from halfway across 
the ring. Had he struck the Boston man, it is possi- 
ble that he would have knocked him off his feet, for it 
was most powerlully delivered. But Kilrain ducked 
his head as he did before, and the blow went psst him, 
At half-arm’s length they fought fiercely a moment. 
Mitchell forcing Kilrain on to the ropes, and giving 
him a beavy blow on the nose with his left. They 
broke away fora moment, bul Mitchell rushed in 
again, and aiter a dozen rav:d blows they clinched, 
broke away, and the second round came toaclose by 
Kilrain delivering a sweet parting blow on Mitchell’s 
nose, that increased its rosy hue, when the round 
ended. 

ROUND 3.—Mitcbell, who had been evidently trying 
to tire Kilrain, now forced tbe fighting, and Kilrain 
pluckily faced him, landing several terrific blows on 
Mitchell’s body. He was a bad judge of distance, and 
many of bis blows were delivered while he was making 
a retrograde movement, and they lacked force. Mitch- 
ell again and again landed his !eft with great force on 
Kilrain’s body, forced the fighting in this round, giving 
Kilrain a heavy one with his right on the head, and 
another with his left on the face. - Kilrain returned 
the last one with interest, and then both exchanged 
compliments with their right gloves. Kilrain next 
led three easy ones, Mitchell getting in a good one on 
his left ear with his right. Just as time was called, 
Mitchell delivered two wicked blows that resounded 
on Kilrain’s ear. This round undoubtedly belonged to 
Mitchell. 

Round 4.—This was the most desperate round of 
the contest. Mitchell led with his left on Kilrain‘’s 
ear, sut received an upper cut in return. In quick 
succession the little Briton succeeded in getting in two 
heavy blows, one on Kilrain’s right ear aud the other 
on bis nose, knocking him down finally by a blow on 
the jaw. Kilrain fought Mitchell amid the wildest ex- 
citement up into one corner, and gave it to him right 
and left, Mitchell then retreated and went right to 


- work at Kilrain, delivering blows in rapid succession 


on Kilrain’s face and body, having decidedly the best 
of the round when time was called. 


“The contest was one of the best ever witnessed in 
It proved that Kilrain with proper teaching 
and training may develop into a champion, but at 
present he is no match for either Sullivan or Mitchell. 
The receipts were nearly $4,000, while the total ex- 
penses did not exceed $600. Mr. James Keenan 
managed the aflair, which was in every way a success.

A Specter From the Sea. 


We publish this week a por. 
trait of Henry A. Slater, the 
mate ot the American ship 
Northern Light, whose case 
against Capt. Joshua Slocum 
for cruel treatment while ona 
voyage from Calcutta, will 
come before United States 
Commissioner Shields in this 
city on April 15. The horrible 
story of this gallant sailor’s 
sufferings was given in these 
columns at the time that he 
arrived in this port, laden 
with chairs and confined ina 
dark closet in the hold of the 
vessel. The captain.had him 
arrested on a charge of mu- 
tiny, but investigation devel- 
oped the fact that if justice 
was to be done complainant 
and prisoner should change 
places. Fora trifling offense 
the poor man had been bru- 
tally treated and placed in 
confinement, loaded with over 
300 pounds of chain. When 
found by the officers of the 
law, who were sent to arrest 
him, he was a pitiful object. 
Hunger and cold had reduced 
him to a skeleton, and the 
rats had almost torn the cloth- 
ing from his body. It took 
two men more than twenty 
minutesto cut off his shackles, 
The portrait shows him with 
the chains and clothing that 
were found on him when he 
arrived in this port. Slater is 
now but a wreck of his former 
self. He was at one time one 
of the most robust sailors that 
ever trod a deck.’ Some five 
years ago, while on board the 
Garribaldie, lying in an En- 
glish port, he took part in an 
athletic contest at the Adele 
phia theatre, London, and 
took the first prize for heavy 
lifting, raising 750 pounds dead

host of prominent officials, A number of Japan. 
ese business men, who were interested in their lusty 
countryman, were in the audience, and Police Captain 
McCullagh and Inspector Byrnes occapied vantage 
seats near the stage. The platform was covered with 
canvas, stufled underneath with sawdust, and the 
backers and champions of Daly from among the audi- 
ence suggested that the lamps, which swung 10 f 
above this carpet, be hung higher, lest the Irshman 
should throw the Japanese against them and create q 
conflagration. Mr. Pop Whittaker, the veteran orator, 
strolled about upon the canvas, bis right sleeve hang. 
ing empty, and was congratulated on all bands upon 
the recent favorable verdict in:his ten-t bousand-dollar 
suit for damages. Pop was in high good humor, and 
when the spectators manifested their impatience by 
hoots and cat-calls, be made them facetious speeches, 
“Gentlemen.” he said, “I perceive you are impatient, 
I don’t wonder at that, gentlemen. You paid your 
money—some of you—and you can take..your cboice; 
either to sit here and wait orto go out. However, in 
three short minutes I have the word of the Captain 
that he will appear upon the stage.”

His long cue 
was done up at the back of his head,and bis coarse 
black bair bristled like the scalp-lock of an Indian 
brave. He was 6 in shorter than the handsome Irish- 
man and weighed 30 Ibs less, but there was tremendous 
power apparent in his stout neck, sinewy arms, and 
muscular:-chest and legs. Daly's friends were more 
confident than ever of their champion’s superior 


“power after a comparison of the appearance of the two 


men, and odds were doubled and tripled against the 
Japanese. The Irishman’s second was Bili Barrett, 
and Steve O’Donnell performed the same friendly 
office fur Matsada. Pup Whittaker was referee, and 
as he was unacquainted with the language of the 
fcreign wrestler, he requested a@ Japanese merchant 
from among the spectators to come upon the staze 
add inlerpret for him. The match was for $500, three 
falls cut of five, the conditions betng that two bouts 
should be wrestled in the Japanese siyle, in which 
Matsada is a master, and two bouts cat ch-as-catch-can, 
in which Daly has hitherto distinguished himself. If 
enough were left of the foreigner fur a fifth bout the 
two contestants were to toss up for the manner in 
which 1t was to be wrestled. Daly’s friends were posi- 
tive that he would win the two bouts in bis own field, 
and many thought that the match would be decided 
by the winner of the toss for the fifth bout. Each man 
wished to wrestle the first bout in bis own style, 
and Pop Whittaker tossed up a coin to decide it. 
Daly won, and his friends and backers settled down 
tosee him wipe up the canvas with the little Jap- 
anexe. Matsada was not at all disconcerted when 
informed that he must wrestle catcl-as-catch-can, but 
threw off his coat and stepped into the center 
ofthe stage. “Tell him,” said Referee Whittaker to 
an interpreter, “that if he gets it 1’ll give it to him if I 
lose the other arm.” The Japanese lost bis listless 
bumor and sprang at Daty light and agile as a cat. 
There was a moment's grapple at arms’ length, but 
in the fraction of a second Matsada broke Daly’s guard 
and seized him about the legs with a grip that almost 
threw him over backward. Before Daly could collect 
bimself the Japanese had him abvuut the waist, and in 
another moment, amid the most frenzied cheering, he 
bad thrown him on bis back, andthe two men were 
twisting and turning on the floor.
